Texas’ Old State Parsonage Takes 
on New Look 

This is a picture of the new state 
parsonage of Texas, located at 803 N. 
Main Street. The insert is the old 
parsonage before work began. It is 
now made into a nine-room, story- 
and-a-half, of buff-colored brick, all 
modern with full bath downstairs and 
a half bath upstairs, and a two-car 
garage connected with a breezeway. 
You will note that the street has curb 
and gutter paved out to the curb where 
before it was an open ditch about 
waist deep. The yard has been filled 
in almost thirty inches with more than 
two hundred yards of dirt, also a side- 
walk. Much of this work was done by 
many of the ministers, and some who 
could not come sent donations to hire 
someone to work in their places. The 
parsonage is valued at many thousand 
dollars, and is free of debt. 

I set as a goal to travel miles equiva- 
lent to every square mile in the State 
of Texas when I learned it was 
nearly 270,000 square miles. I now lack 
less than ten thousand to go. There- 
fore, I have traveled over a quarter 
of a million miles in these three years 
and eight months. 


We have organized: twenty-five new 
churches and revived several old ones 
that would have been discontinued. 
We have an increase of 1,500 mem- 
bers, and an increase of nearly one- 
quarter of a million dollars in proper- 
ty valuation. Thereby, we have gained 
more than one-third in churches, 
two-thirds in members, and increased 
the property valuation more than one 
hundred per cent, compared with the 
past history of the Church in Texas, 
three and one-half years with thirty 
years. We hope to go into the “A” 
Group by the end of this year. See 
this has the breath of braggadocio, 
doesn’t it? But that is what the figures 
say. Bear with us if it sounds like 
bragging; we have certainly worked 
for it, and I told the ministers of 
Texas that if they would do the work 
I’d do the reporting. Truly we all give 
God the praise and glory for the 
progress made.

To which the 
Presbyterian man replied, “Why do 
you want to further burden a man 
who has suffered so much?” And he 
said, “I want that pint of blood so

that I can inoculate every one of my 
ministers throughout all this country 
that they too may catch his spirit.” 
The Last Great Conflict 

Friends, we are facing the last great 
conflict. The powers of the world and 
the kingdoms of this world (the prince 
and power of the air) are aligning 
their forces against the cause of God 
and true religion of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. Materialism, Communism and 
Catholicism, with all of their ratifi- 
cations are set against the gospel of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. We, of this age, 
are facing a great catastrophe, one 
that startles the scientists, the rulers, 
the leaders of men throughout the 
world. The problems are so many; the 
solution so uncertain, until thousands 
and multiplied thousands are killing 
themselves, committing suicide; men’s 
hearts failing them for fear of the 
things that are coming upon the 
world. No, I am not a pessimist. I be- 
lieve you, too, realize we are 
facing the gravest danger in all the 
history of the world. But, “we see a 
way out”; that is, “by the way of the 
skies.” Jesus said, “If I go...I will 
come again, and receive you unto my- 
self; that where I am, there ye may 
be also.” In our recent N.A.E. Con- 
vention in Indianapolis, Indiana, all 
the messages delivered in their schol- 
arly, homiletical, evangelical sound- 
ness were predominately beaming with 
the hope of the soon return of our 
Lord. 

The Challenge Before Us 

In conversation with our brethren 
of. various denominational back- 
grounds, we hear the predominate 
thought expressed over and over 
again: “Surely, the Lord is soon com- 
ing.” All of us Pentecostal brethren, 
who have through these years more 
or less felt our endowment of greater 
blessings, and perhaps too many times 
had that “holier than thou” attitude, 
need a deepening in God and to sense 
more keenly the corresponding respon- 
sibilities that accompany the outpour- 
ing of His Holy Spirit upon us. 

Today we are facing the greatest 
challenge ever presented to man, and 
God is calling the people to answer the 
Master’s call. 

In Isaiah’s vision (6:1-8), he saw the 
Lord sitting upon a THRONE, high and 


lifted up, and his train filled the 
temple. He saw seraphim worshiping 
in godly reverence. His viewing God’s 
holiness brought  self-condemnation 
and self-abasement, so realistic that 
he acknowledged his helplessness, and 
immediately divine assistance came 
with the purifying touch of God. Then 
he HEARD the voice of the Lord, say- 
ing, “Whom shall I send, and who will 
go for us?” The prepared missionary 
ANSWERING THE CALL said, “Here 
am I, send me.” God accepted him and 
commissioned him to “go and tell.” ’ 

Our -missionaries today have also 
seen the beauty of the Lord, His 
majesty, His holiness. They have seen 
Calvary, with the Lamb of God lifted 
up and the fountain flowing for all 
mankind everywhere. They, in His 
sacred nearness, have likewise felt 
their inability; have experienced the 
divine touch; and have heard His 
commission “Go and tell.” 

“Go into All the World, and Preach 

the Gospel to Every Creature” 


These, our missionaries, are AN- 
SWERING THE CALL. They have 
heard, like the apostle Paul, the Mace- 
donian ‘call: “Come over .. . and help 
us.” 

Friend, stop, consider—‘“half the 
world have not heard the gospel.” Mil- 
lions of the Mohammedans pray to- 
ward Mecca; India’s millions worship 
heathen gods; while the Chinese bow 
to the statue of Confucius. Africa’s 
millions are still trusting wholly in the 
witch doctors and their fetish prac- 
tices to give relief to their benighted 
souls. Other millions are actually wor- 
shiping the devil to avoid the torture 
of demons. What a picture! Do you 
not see why Godiis still asking, “Whom 
shall I send? and who will go for us?” 
That is why, in the most spiritual 
meetings, our young men and women 
receive the call to the mission fields.

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God's Law of Sacrifice 


Radio sermon preached on “The Church of God Hour,” Station 
WVOK, Birmingham, Ala., April 3, 1950, by B. Sunday Myers, 


P. O. Box 185, Bessemer, Ala. 


My subject for today is “God’s Law 
of Sacrifice,” and I’m reading from 
the 12th chapter of Romans, verses 
1 and 2: “I beseech you therefore, 
brethren, by the mercies of God, that 
ye present your bodies a living sacri- 
fice, holy, acceptable unto God, which 
is your reasonable service. And be 
not conformed to this world: but be 
ye transformed by the renewing of 
your mind, that ye may prove what 
is that good, and acceptable, and per- 
fect will of God.” 

Note the divine mandate: “Be not 
conformed to this world.” A sacrifice 
is anything consecrated to God for 
His service. Now, could you expect 
God to accept your body as an instru- 
ment in His ‘service unless it be first 
made holy by the sanctifying graces 
of Jesus Christ? I think not! Hence 
the command, “Be not conformed to 
this world.” This word ‘conform’ in 
the original means to mold as butter. 
The Bible application is simple: it 
means that the life of God’s people 
is molded in a different pattern from 
that of this wicked generation. Their 
conversation is different; their styles 
are different; their habits are dif- 
ferent. 

“Be not conformed to this world.” 
What is meant by “this world?” The 
apostle John explains it, “For all that 
is in the world (i.e., all that is sinful, 
all that God condemns as wrong), 
the lust of the eyes, the lust of the 
flesh, and the pride of life.” It means, 
then, if you are a Christian, and 
sanctified, you are saved from these 
three evil principles; namely, COVET- 
OUSNESS, UNCLEANNESS, AND 
CARNAL PRIDE. This is the devil’s 
sin-trinity, from which the people of 
God must sit loose, or apostatize and 
lose their souls. Notice what the Book 
says: “Be ye not unequally yoked to- 
gether with unbelievers” (2 Cor. 6:14). 
This not only covers the ground of 
matrimonial alliances, so forcefully 
forbidden in God’s Word and so 
wrecklessly violated by the profes- 
sors of modern religion, but it posi- 
tively interdicts all sorts of business 
complications that may encumber

your spirituality, such as jerking beer 
over the counter for these latter-day 
Nicolaitane wine-bibbers. Praise God 
for a holy religion, a religion that can 
save us from the carnal traits of this 
hell-bound world! “Is Christ divided?” 
the apostle asked. He meant to say 
just this: “Can you hold to Christ 
with one hand and the god of this 
age with the other?” No! The motto 
of God’s religion speaks thus: “A 
whole Christ with a whole heart.” 

How plain are the apostolic ques- 
tions: “What fellowship hath right- 
eousness with unrighteousness? and 
what communion hath light with 
darkness? and what. concord hath 
Christ with Belial? or what part hath 
he that believeth with an infidel? and 
what agreement hath the temple of 
God with idols? for ye are the temple 
of the living God; as God hath said, 
I will dwell in them;...and will be 
their God, and they shall be my peo- 
ple.” Praise God! This was the apos- 
tolic position 1,900 years ago, and it is 
the position the Church of God holds 
today. The answer to these questions 
is a positive and uncompromising 
negative. You cannot mix light with 
darkness; you can’t be a thief and 
honest at the same time; and there 
is no such thing as a sinning Chris- 
tian. We have plenty of sinning re- 
ligionists, but not one sinning Chris- 
tian. 

Twelve years ago, when the Holy 
Ghost shook my sin-stained soul over 
an eternal hell and showed me the 
pandemonium of unquenchable fire 
that awaits the impenitent wicked, 
and at the same time lovingly entreat- 
ed me to renounce the devil and his 
pomp, with the promise of salvation 
in the mercy of God, I resolved anon, 
outright, and forever to bid good-bye 
to my old companions in vice and un- 
cleanness, and promised God I would 
never again return to them. Every 
sin-habit the devil had pawned off on 
me I bundled together in one big heap, 
handed it back to the devil, and told 
him to go to hell with it, that I was 
leaving him and his filthy cesspools 
of iniquity world without end. This 


terribly disturbed the devil, and as 
usual, he suggested “gradualism”; i.e., 
“quit your habits by degrees—break 
away from sin gradually.” Listen, 
that’s what is wrong with modern 
religion; they have let the devil pawn 
off on them the galvanized method @e | 
of gradualism, and its running in the 
wrong direction. Like the little boy 
who put his trousers on backward— 
the neighbors couldn’t tell if he was 
coming or going. The person that’s ‘ 
trying to quit sin gradually already | 
has the devils fatal lasso of “legalism” 
around his neck, i.e., he is trying to 
save his soul by human merit, where- 
as he should turn loose all sin instant- 
ly and completely, and then trust the 
dynamite of God’s Holy Spirit to blow 
the devil clear out of his heart and 
life. 

“Preacher, I have a bad habit, and 
I know I ought to quit; but I have 
tried to quit and cannot. What niust 
I do?” That is easy to answer, Sir. 
Just bundle your unclean habit and 
everything that goes with it; toss it 
over into the devil’s garbage can, then 
make God a promise that you will 
die before going back to it (it is no 
sin to die, you know, but it is a sin 
to defile the temple of the Holy 
Ghost). “Oh, but suppose the crave 
of the old habit should be so great 
I couldn’t stand it; then what?” “Then 
go jump into the can yourself. If you 
just MUST serve the devil, the world 
would be better off without you. If 
you just MUST serve sin, you are a 
dangerous man, because the devil 
might make you shoot someone.” 

Notice what the text says: “Present 
your bodies.” The body is not the real 
man; it is only the tenement and in- 
strument of the SOUL, which is the 
real man. Now notice what he said: 
“Give God your body” that it might 
be the instrument of righteousness. 
My friend, do you know why the Holy 
Spirit distinguished the body from 
the soul in this and other similar 
passages? Do you want to know why 
the Holy Ghost said, “Neither yield ye 
your members as instruments of un- 
righteousness unto sin.” (Romans 
6:13) ? He knew that the devil would 
try to make you think you could live 
holy in soul and sinful in body at the 
same time. Paul said, “Know ye not 
that your body is the temple of the 
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Holy Ghost.” A temple is a dwelling 
place for two or more worshipers. 
Your body is a dwelling place of two 
—you and God’s Spirit, or you and 
Satan’s spirit. Oh, how the devil 
loves to cover the truth with his black 
wing so the poor people will miss it 
altogether. The devil, no doubt, has 
so wrested God’s Word that some of 
my readers are made to believe you 
can enjoy the pleasures of sin in your 
flesh and the joy of the Holy Spirit 
in your soul. No, no, my _ worthy 
friend; you have imbibed the gnostic 
doctrine of Antinomianism; that is, 
“sinning religion,” which says the 
soul is holy while at the same time 
the flesh is desperately sinful. If a 
Christian’s body is sinful, then God 
has chosen for his habitation a place 
of defilement. Let me tell you some- 
thing: first-class human beings will 
not dwell in houses filled with filth 
and uncleanness; and yet some of 
these high-steeple Metropolitan pas- 
tors have the unmitigated audacity 
to go about teaching that God dwells 
in unclean temples. Such is blas- 
phemy in the first magnitude, and if 
you persist in it you will die in your 
sins. The Holy Spirit foresaw the 
awful error of Antinomianism—sin- 
ning religion—and He pinned these 


Que verses in Scripture to save 


our soul from that dangerous, 
greased plank over which the devil 
has shoved millions into hell. 

My precious friends, be not de- 
ceived. The blood of Calvary’s hill 
will cleanse you from all sin—soul 
and body—inside and out—actual and 
inherit. So the next time the devil 
asks for your body for the service of 
sin, tell him you don’t own a body, 
that Christ with His own blood pur- 
chased it for His own service. Tell 
the devil that your body is the dwell- 
ing place of the Holy: Ghost who has 
preeminence in every motion and 


, move of life. Tell him this, I say, or 


you may end in the regions of the 
damned. 

In the lower part of South Carolina, 
some years ago, a miserably deceived 
retch was arrested for stealing a 
orse. He was arraigned before the 
bar and found guilty. But in all of his 
guilt, to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing he declared, “I am an innocent 
man; I am a Christian; I am not a 
thief.” “But did you not steala 
horse?” reasoned the judge. “Certain- 
ly I did, but not with my soul. My 
soul is white, all washed in the blood 
of Jesus. It was this old hand of 
flesh that reached out and took hold 
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of that horse.” “Well, well,” exclaimed 
the judge; “for the good of the gener- 
al public take this man’s sinful body 
down and lock it fast in the peniten- 
tiary, and let his righteous soul go 
anywhere it wants to go.” No, my 
precious reader, it just don’t work 
that way! “Know ye not that your 
body is the temple of the Holy Ghost 
which is in you, which ye have of 
God, and ye are not your own? for 
ye are bought with a price: there- 
fore glorify God in your body, and in 
your spirit, which are God’s” ( 1 Cor.

But, 
“Your honor, Sir,” the farmer re- 
sponded, “when the prince goes to 
hell, what will become of the arch- 
bishop?” This reminds us of those 
who say, “I do not sin in my soul 
but only in my body.” But your hon- 
nor, Sir, when your wicked body goes 
to hell, what will become of your 
spirit? 

Say, have you been reading the 
great articles in Reader’s Digest late- 
ly, in which some of the world’s out- 
standing medical scientists stand the 
devil’‘s favorite Dagon, namely, “the 
nicotine god,” before the ark of God. 
Watch it fall and break its palms. 
I quote: “Last year 60 million Ameri- 
cans consumed 400 billion cigarettes. 
We spend four billion dollars a year 
on tobacco products and supplies— 
twice as much as we pay all the pub- 
lic school teachers in the United 
States."—From January issue, page 
2. I Continue to quote: “Nicotine is 
the essential ingredient in tobacco... 
in pure form nicotine is a violent 
poison. One drop on a rabbit’s skin 
throws the rabbit into instant shock. 
The nicotine content of a trifle more 
than two cigarettes, if injected into 
the blood stream, would kill a smoker 
swiftly. If you smoke a pack a day, 
you inhale 400 milligrams a week, 
which, in a single injection, would 
kill you quicker than a bullet.” Said 
the writer, “Aware that nicotine is 


a killer, men have tried for years to 
keep it out of their system while still 
enjoying the smoke ... In the 400 
billion cigarettes the Americans smoke 
each year, there are nearly 23 million 
gallons of nicotine. Administered with 
percision this is enough to killa 
thousand times the population of the 
United States.” My Lord and my God! 
You’ve heard lots of the snake cult- 
ists of Virginia and Kentucky. Oh 
yes, you have heard lots of the snake 
handlers. Perhaps you heard some 
big ecclesiastical wiseacre standing dn 
the street corner, with his collar on 
hind part before, with his long 
pigeon-tail coat, toothpick shoes, and 
gold-top cane, puffing on a poison 
cigar, and crying up, “I don’t think 
a man is sane that would wrap. a 
poison snake around his neck!” May- 
be not, bud; neither is a man sane 
that will put a poison weed in his 
mouth. What this old world needs, 
my worthy readers, is a good case 
of old time, sky-blue, blood-bought, 
Holy-Ghost-sent religion in the 
churches. 

“But, preacher, doesn’t the Bible 
say, ‘There is none righteous, no, not 
one?’” Yes, it says, “There is none 
righteous,” but who was He speaking 
about? Surely not those who have 
been clothed in Christ’s robe. Read 
the context: “As it is written, The 
fool hath said in his heart, There is 
no God.” Now who is it in question? 
The fool and infidel. None of these 
are righteous, no, not one. “Their 
throat is an open sepulchre” (verse 
13). “Whose mouth is full of cursing 
and bitterness” (verse 14). “Their 
feet are swift to shed blood” (verse 
15). “Destruction and misery are in 
their ways” (verse 16). “The way of 
peace have they not known” (verse 
17). “There is no fear of God before 
their eyes” (verse 18). Now, says the 
apostle, “none of this group is right- 
eous, no, not one.” None of the fools 
and infidels are righteous; but praise 
God, I am not a fool nor an infidel. 

My Lord, just think! some preach- 
ers will read that black catalogue of 
sins enumerated above and apply 
them to God’s elect. They don’t know 
as much about God as a sow does a 
sidesaddle. ; 

Listen, dear friends, sin is an awful 
thing in the mind and estimation of 
God: and remember what He says of 
those who persist in it: “Their feet 
shall slide in due time.” “Sin is its 
own detective; it avenges itself, strikes 
its own poisonous fangs into the

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such as automobiles, television, re- 
frigeration, air-conditioning, plastics, 
etc., using or mixing the crude ma- 
terials created by God Himself. “Well,” 
says one, “did not man make syn- 
thetic rubber?” Yes and no. He mixed 
a small quantity of real live rubber 
with lime and possibly other materials 
made by God, and called the finished 
product “synthetic.” While extremely 
useful and needed, it is a substitute 
as its name implies. There is seldom 
a demand or market for a substitute 
as long as there is a sufficient supply 
of the real thing. Man can not create. 
He merely mixes and puts to different 
uses. We know of but one thing that 
man can cause to exist without God 
furnishing the material, and that is 
an uproar or disturbance of some 
kind, and the devil has to furnish the 
material for that. I once heard a 
preacher boasting of how God would 
work and how things would boom if 
he could just get to be the pastor of 
a certain church.

He said, “I never thought of that.” I was 
able to lead that man to Christ just by agree- 
ing with him that death ends all.—W. L. W., 
Western Voice.

The figure represents a 1.4 per cent gain in 
the past year, the publication said.

Fire Kills Aged Couple; Hoard 
of Money Found 
BIRMINGHAM (UP.)—Firemen digging into 
the charred ruins of a small cottage in which 
an elderly childless couple burned to death 
today uncovered an, as yet uncounted, horde 

of wealth. 

The firemen, led by volunteer Fire Chief 
Jack Olivey, of suburban Lipscomb, began a 
systematic search of the ruins in an effort 
to determine the cause of the blaze which 
took the lives of Mr. and Mrs. A. P. Clapper, 
both in their 70’s. And as they probed the 
blackened debris they stumbled upon “big 
stacks” y bills in denominations as “big 
as ” 


“There’s hundreds of dollars in the neat- 
ly-wrapped packages we've found. And there 
probably is more around,” Olivey said. 

The fire chief said one stack of $20 bills 
was at least six inches high. 

Also recovered from the ashes were a $5 
gold piece, an 1829 half dollar and an old 
gold watch. Other firemen said they had found 
purses “hidden in vases and other places.” 

The 1950 Yearbook of the Salvation Army 
reveals that in 1948 the organization served 92 
nations and colonies.
